Dr. Hamblin will begin his duties on August 15, 1963.

Dr. Hamblin, who is a native of Lexington, Mass., is a graduate of Amherst 
College. He received his Master's and Doctor's degrees from the Harvard Graduate 
School of Education. 

During World War II, he served for three years with the U.S. Army in Europe 
and Africa.

One of the principal programs ±g in Nigeria, where some 18 Ohio University 
faculty members are engaged in teacher education programs. 

Dr. Hamblin is a member of Phi Kappa Phi, Kappa Delta Phi, and Phi Delta Kappa, 

and is on the board of directors of the Joint Council on Economic Education. He is on
